"1 shall bring out a few things in 


my report," remarked State Superin- 
tendent W. W. Stetson. In relation to 
the forthcoming school report, 
"that 


will cause the people to be surprised. 
That is the progress of the past three 
years and the amount of work that has 
been done in that time. I sent out cir- 
culars to all the different superintend- 
ents and committees of the towns for 
the purpose of gaining data for my re- 
port and the aggregate surprised me 1 
am free,to admit. But when, however, 
I came to go through the different sepa- 
rate items and recalled my visits to 
these places I saw at once that all was 
well, for the gain in each town, when 
aggregated, made a larger amount than 
1 had anticipated. 


"The creating of the local interest 


has added much to the success, though 
this is not included in my report of 
what the towns have done. I suppose 
you know 
that the Improvement 


League has long since passed its 10,000 
mark. The school houses have been 
repaired, the grounds benefited, the 
school rooms made cosier with the ad- 
dition of pictures, busts and charts, and 
all such steps ha\e been taken by the 
jpeople in each that has made an addi- 
tion that cannot be estimated in dol- 
lars and cents." 
"I understand, professor, that tho of- 


ficials of some of the other States 
would not dare to bare brought out 
such a strong statement of the real 
facts of the schools systems, shoeing 
up the defects, as you have done here 
in Maine." said the reporter. 


"Well, I can't say just what they 


would dare to do. but I have, to be 
frank with you, received letters saying 
that In their States if anything of the 
sort had been done they would have 
been horribly condemned for it. even 
though it is their duty That Is where 
I claim the State of Maine is in the 
lead. I have dwelt upon it in my re- 
port to a certain extent and it gives me 
pleasure to do it 
I claim that down 


here in Maine we have the manhood 
and womanhood that will stand such 
criticism. We have the good sense to 
see a fault when it Is pointed out with- 
out getting angry, and, furthermore, 
we have tne push to attempt to over- 
come our defects after we learn of them. 
Now. I could go into other States and 
write up their school systems and it 
would In most cases be far worse than 
that I could write of Maine. I think 
what I said has been conducive of good 
—in fact I know it has. for I have been 
over the same ground since, and I can 
see Improvements everywhere."

The wonderful development of the 


California fruit trade, says the Boston 
Herald, is further illustrated by the 
immense orange crop now being gath- 
ered in the southern part of that state. 
We road in a letter from Pomona that 
the yield of oranges this season is be- 
tween 14,000 and 14,500 carloads, 
or 


from 4,200,000 to 4,500,000 boxes. There 
has never before been such a yield of 
oranges in California. Last year the 
crop was about 9.000 carloads, and the 
year before it was 8.000 carloads. The 
prices, too, are the best in ten years, 
and the present crop is worth to the 
growers about $4.600,000. T!>e railroad 
companies will get about $2,600,000 for 
hauling the product to market, and the 
shippers, who are practlcaily speculat- 
ors in oranges, may make tens of 
thousands of dollars more from the out- 
put of the season. This industry. Is 
mainly confined to the southernmost 
counties of the State, and it is calcu- 
lated that a capital of not less than 
$44,000,000 has been invested in orange 
groves there during the past ten or 
twelve years. The orange harvesting 
season begins in early December and 
continues until June.

of the nation and the stability of our 
Institution. The Constitution In plain, 
mandatory and unequivocal language, 
guaranteed to each state a republican 
[orm of government. But according to 
Mr. Morgan's contention, said Mr. 
Pritchard, the Constitution could be 
violated If it became necessary to vio- 
late it In order to maintain Democratic 
rule in the south. That was nullifica- 
tion, pure-and simple. 


Mr. Fritcbard said that Louisiana 


was one of the states which, by consti- 
tutional enactment, had deprived cer- 
tain of Its citizens of privileges guar- 
anteed them by the federal Constitu- 
tion, and he said that the Democratic 
party of North Carolina was.attempting 
to secure the adoption of a proposition 
to amend the constitution of that state 
in a way similar to that adopted 
in 


Louisiana. 


"If the senator from 
Alabama is 


right," said Mr. Prltchard, "in his con- 
tention that the negro is not entitled 
to exercise the elective franchise, the 
Democratic party 
should 
have the 


manhood to propose the abrogation bf 
the 15th amendment. This would af- 
ford tho people of the United States an 
opportunity to pass upon tbe question 
—the only lawful method by which the 
colored people can be deprived of tbe 
rights which are now guaranteed 
to 


them by said government. 


"I consider tbe proposed amendment 


to the constitution of 
tbe 
state of 


North Carolina as the most important 
question we have been called upon to 
deal with since the war. The consti- 
tution of 1868 of North Carolina was 
framed by the Republican party and 
among other things it contained a pro- 
vision which guaranteed free suffrage 
to the rich, the poor, the illiterate and 
the educated alike. Is adoption marked 
an era" of encouragement to tbe com- 
mon people of the state. 


"I do not wish to be understood as 


saying that every Democratic leader in 
North Carolina has been guilty oj du- 
plicity in dealing with our people Se- 
tause there are several honorable ex- 
ceptions and notably among those was 
my dlstingugishcd predecessor, the late 
Senator Vance. 


"If we are to profit by the lessons 


taught by tbe election methods in the 
states of South Carolina, Louisiana and 
Mississippi, we are justified in the as- 
sumption that the adoption of the pro- 
posed amendment in North Carolina 
will sound the death knell of the aspi- 
rations of ever} Zeb Vance Dcmocr.it 
In tbe state. 


"It is evident that the framers of the 


15th amendment had but one object in 
view, and that was to embody in the 
constitution of 
the 
United States a 


guarantee that there should be no dis- 
crimination on the part of 
the state 


against any class of people on account 
of the race, color or previous condi- 
tition of serviude. I call upon my Dem- 
ocratic friends to show me a single in- 
dividual who while in a cmditiou of 
servitude, 
was entitled to vote. All 


will admit that no one bad that rignt 
while in such condition. Therefore the 
proposed amendment to the North Car- 
olina constitution is as much iu con- 
flict with this class of the loth amend- 
ment as it would be with other portions 
of tho amendment if it had declared 
that no one of African descent should 
be entitled to vote." 


In conclusion Mr. PritcharJ declared 


that the election law of North Carolina 
passed by the last Democratic legis- 
lature was more unjust in its discrim- 
ination than the Goebel election law of 
Kentucky. 


As to the proposed 
constitutional 


amendment he said: 


"I regard the proposed amendment as 


an attempt to legalize the fraudulent 
metho'ds and 
practices of the Demo- 


cratic party that have obtained m the 
conduct and control of elections in the 
past." 


In the course of bis speech Mr. Prit- 


chard said that the cry of "negro dom- 
ination" was the answer given to every 
proposition made by the Republicans. 
He was interrupted by Mr. Tillman of 
North Carolina, who said that iittle 
else was to be expected when the ad- 
ministration continually thrust negro 
postmasters o nthe people of the south. 


Mr. Pritchard. "There you have it. 


If I should read the ten commandments 
to the senator he would cry 'Negro' 
back at me." 


Mr. Tillman: "We say nigger in the 


south—not 
negro-Jet 
us stick to 


facts." 


Mr. Pritchard: "The senator may use 


use whatever expressions he likes. I'm 
satisfied to use mine." 


Mr. Pritchard 
then 
resuming his 


speech, referred to the small vote in 
the State of Missippi as compared to 
the population. 


Mr. Money of Mississippi interrupted 


to explain the point Mr. Pritchard had 
"made, when he in turn was interrupted 
by Mr. Chandler of New Hampshire, 
who asked if an election had been held 
in Mississsippi last year. 


Mr. Money replied evasively. 
Mr. Chandler: "Well. I wish the sen- 


ator would examine his mind and tell 
us whether he thinks an election was 
held In his state last year." 


Mr. Money repled that a nelection 


was held In Mississippi! last year and 
intimated that he had replied evasively 
to Mr. Chandler's question because, as 
he said. "I am as afraid of the sena- 
tor (Chandler) as I am a monkey in a 
powder magazine with matches. I've 
been the victim of his wit before, but 
I'm glad to give him any information 
I have." 
In reply to another 
point of Mr. 


Prltchard's speech Mr. Tillman 
said 


there was only a little coterio of Re- 
publicans In South Carolina. They kept 
up the show of party organization and 
lived on the money they got for their 
votes In Republican conventions. 


Mr. Turner then took the floor, speak- 


ing upon the Philippine question. 


Before concluding, Mr. Turner, who 


had been accorded unusual attention 
throughout his speech, yielded to a sug 
gestion from Mr. Jones (Ark.) that the 
Senate have a brief executive session.'

It pro- 
vides for an executive branch consist- 
Ing of a governor and secretary and a 
legislative branch of two houses, viz' 
a counsel of 13 members and house of 
representatives of 26 members.

right of suffrage is given to all male in- 
habitants over 21 years of age who are 
able tp read and write either English 
or Spanish languages.

So much trouble has been experi- 
nced with the impure water of the 
indroscoggin that the city was finally 
orced to construct a ney pipe system 
o L'ake Auburn, and water \v as turned 
n. IA large percentage of the impuri- 
ies in the river is alleged to have 
ome from the numerous pulp and 
japer mills up river, and the 
city 
athers were unanimous in their in- 
tructions to tne mayor and city so- 
icitbr to sue for damages. It is be- 
ieved my many that the city has a 
good case. It is understood that Ex- 
udge Sjmonds and Ex-Judge Foster 


willl be retained. 
Tne other case also presents features 
.-hich promise to be of interest. The 
city, in 1878, invested some ?200,000 in 
a water system with the Union Water 
lower Co., then i~*e Franklin Co., gain- 
ngithe right to use the water 
from 


.he lAndroscoggin river or Wilson pond, 
now called Lake Auburn, with 
the 


right; to use 600-horse power for the 
purpose of pumping the water. 


Now that the city has gone to big 


expense in tapping Lake Auburn for 
pure water, she naturally is somewhat 
surprised to be served with notice from 
the! company, through its president, 
Edw. L. Wood of Boston, that the use 
of that 600-horse power for the purpose 
named, must be discontinued. 
The city fathers had the old lease 


brought in and read. It seemed plain 
and clear enough and Mayor Pottle 
and City Solicitor 
Holmes were in- 
structed by unaulmous vote to secure 
counsel and fight the case to the bitter 
end.

Calais, Jan. 22. Rev. C. G. McCully, 


pastor of the Congregational church, 
who returned from a several months' 
tour in the far East, addressed his con- 
giegation this morning on the subject 
of his tiavels, and paid especial atten- 
tion to the missionary situation in 
Japan. He spoke feelingly of the idol 
worship in that country, and of the 
thoughts which the contemplation of 
so large a nation given up to the prac- 
tice of idolatry called to his mind. De- 
spite the many attractive qualities of 
the Japanese people, it is hard for a 
foreigner to giasp the mental peculiar- 
ities of the people, and this is one of 
the difficulties which the missionaries 
are laboring under. They are, how- 
ever, a leligiously inclined people, and 
it is , Mr. McCully states, a matter to 
incite pity to witness the fervency of 
their Buddhistic services. 
He then 


went on to give a ver> general survey 
of the impression \vhich he gathered 
relatne to missionary work in the far 
East 
In many ways the work of the 


missionaries has been in the direction 
of education and physical relief. There 
aie many difOcultiesand complications 
uhich must be met, due to the preju- 
dices of the people, and to certain im- 
pediments placed m their way by the 
government 
The impression, how- 


ever, that only the pooler classes and 
the \ery ignoiant are embracing Chris- 
tianity is an erroneous one, as the mis- 
sionai les have the favor of many of the 
officials uho are high m the affairs of 
the state 
Among the cabinet minis- 


tors are several converted Christians, 
while the president of the parliamen- 
tary body is among those who have 
embraced the faith. Mr. McCully then 
went on to speak in glowing terms of 
Colonel Buck, United States minister to 
Japan, who showed him many courte- 
sies, and who praised the work of the 
missionaries m liberal measure. Mr 
MoCuIly promises that m the near fu 
ture his congregation will have oppor 
tunities to hear more about his travels 
and impressions during his absence 
which has occupied a space of some 
three months or more

NOTHING CONCLUSIVE. 


London, Jan. 22 [2.30 P. M.}. Noth-

men and munitions the Boers hava In 
reserve prevented accurate determina- 
tion of the'measure of success attend- 
ing the two days' hard fighting.

A great many horses aie 
permanently Injured- as a result of ac- 
cidents of this nature, and there is no 
way of curing them of the habit.
